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SEVENTY-FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE COLUMBIA INSTITUTION 
FOR THE DEAF 

Columbia Institution fob the Deaf, 

Kendall Green, 

Washington , D. C ., September i, 1931. 

Sin: During the fiscal year July 1, 1930, through June 30, 1931, 
there were under instruction in "the advanced department of the 
institution, known as Gallaudet College, 78 men and 54 women, a 
total of 132, representing 35 States, the District of Columbia, and 
Canada. This is an increase of 1 as compared with the preceding 
year. 

In the primary and grammar department, known as the Kendall 
School, there were under instruction 41 boys and 29 girls, a total 
of 68. This is an increase of 4 as compared with the preceding year. 
Of the total in this department, 01 were admitted as beneficiaries of 
the District of Columbia. 

There were admitted to the institution 20 males and 19 females; 
discharged, 35 males and 22 females. 

HEALTH 

Good health prevailed among the students during the year. There 
were, however, an unusual number of surgical cases. One operation 
for hernia was performed, two for appendicitis, and seven for the 
removal of tonsils. All of these operations were successful. 

There were no cases of contagious diseases among the students of 
the college department and almost none among the pupils of the 
Kendall School. All students were as usual required to take regular 
exercise throughout the year unless excused by the institution physi¬ 
cian. Sports and games of various types were promoted and for 
the second year the boys of the Kendall School took part in an inter- 
school basketball tournament with representatives of New England 
and Atlantic States schools for the deaf. 

COURSES OF INSTRUCTION 

A course in business practice, announced in the Annual Eeport 
to the Secretary of the Interior last year, was put in operation with 
success. All women students of the freshman class of the college 
department were enrolled in this course, and a number of the others 
took special work. 
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Courses in architectural drawing for the three upper classes of the 
collegiate department were also inaugurated, and excellent work 
accomplished. 

With the cooperation of business men in the city, photographic 
negative retouching and machine shoe repairing were taken up by 
three of our students as vocational work, and two of the young 
women who finished their connection with the institution in June 
were given definite employment in the former line of work. 

The course of study remained unchanged otherwise. 

THE EDWARD MINER GALLAUDET MEMORIAL FUND 

On the 5th of February, 1931, a special convocation was held in 
the institution chapel to celebrate the anniversary of the birthday 
of Dr. Edward Miner Gallaudet, former president of this institu¬ 
tion. On this occasion Rev. Franklin C. Smielau, president of the 
Alumni Association, and Prof. Harley D. Drake, chairman of the 
ways and means committee of the Alumni Association, presented to 
the board of directors of this institution the sum of $50,000 collected 
by the alumni toward a memorial building to bo erected in honor 
of Doctor Gallaudet. Rev. and Mrs. Herbert Gallaudet and Miss 
Katherine Gallaudet were present on the occasion. 

Dr. Knight Dunlap of Johns Hopkins University, long interested 
in the problems of the deaf, was given the honorary degree of Doc¬ 
tor of Humane Letters at the close of the convocation. 

The Secretary of the Interior, Hon. Ray Lyman Wilbur, made a 
notable address during the convocation in which he called attention 
to the rather unusual circumstance of handicapped persons present¬ 
ing their alma mater with a large sum of money from the earnings 
of their successful careers. 

NEEDS OF THE INSTITUTION 

The gift of the memorial fund it is hoped will lead to the appro¬ 
priation by Congress of sufficient additional funds to provide a 
much needed building which has been mentioned in the last three 
reports of the president of the institution. This building should 
furnish a modern library and laboratory and recitation facilities 
which have been badly needed for some years. At present the library 
is greatly crowded, is housed in the second floor of the men’s dormi¬ 
tory where it must bo used by the young women of the advanced 
department, and actual library work is done part of the time in 
dormitory rooms in the college women’s building. 

The printing office which is at present housed in the basement of 
the men’s dormitory should also be placed in the new building, to¬ 
gether with other vocational and laboratory work. 

A day watchman should be added to the force of employees ■ and 
the salary scale of all those working for the institution should be 
placed on a better basis. 

Extensive repairs to fences, underground cables conducting elec¬ 
tric current for lighting purposes, and asphalt walks should be made 
in the near future. Such general repairs have been postponed by 
many minor repairs almost as long as possible. 
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A research department should be established in connection with 
the education and advancement of the deaf as urged by the Confer¬ 
ence of Executives of American Schools for the Deaf, the Convention 
of American Instructors of the Deaf, and the National Research 
Council. 

MEETING OF INSTRUCTORS AND EXECUTIVES OF THE DEAF 

A regular meeting of the Convention of American Instructors of 
the Deaf ivas held at Winnipeg, Canada, from June 22 to June 26, 
and a special meeting of the Conference of Executives of American 
Schools for the Deaf was held also in Winnipeg on June 25. During 
the meeting, which was widely attended by graduates of the normal 
and the college department of this institution, valuable papers on 
the education of the deaf were presented. 

Sixty graduates of the normal department and collegiate depart¬ 
ment were in attendance at an informal dinner held during the 
meeting, and it was suggested that the president establish summer- 
school work at the institution in 1932. 

The president, Professor Fusfeld, Mrs. Hazel Thompson Craig, 
of the collegiate department, and Mr. Sam Craig, principal of the 
Kendall School, were in attendance. 

INFORMATION IN REGARD TO GRADUATES AND EX-STUDENTS OF 
GALLAUDET COLLEGE 

In July, 1930, questionnaires were sent out to all graduates and 
ex-students of Gallaudet College whose addresses were known. 
Seven hundred and twenty-one replies wore received. It was shown 
from these replies that former students here are engaged in at least 
82 different kinds of work, ranging from teaching, in which 156 are 
engaged, to film inspector, in which 1 is engaged. 

Some of the other occupations arc listed below: 

Printing, in which 74 are engaged. 

Farming, 34. 

Clerking, 34. 

Machine operating, 24. 

Acting as ministers to the deaf, 19. 

Acting as supervisors in schools for the deaf, 18. 

Working as laborers, 16. 

Employed as chemists, 13. 

Employed in rubber factories, 11. 

Photography, 8. 

Drafting, 6. 

Library work, 5. 

Three hundred and seventy-six of those replying received degrees. 
Two hundred and ninety-one own their homes, and 11 are buying 
homes now. Two hundred and twenty-six own other property, while 
333 own and drive automobiles. 

It was also found from these questionnaires that the average sal¬ 
ary of the deaf person reporting is $150 a month. *
